“ The Isle of Perim is an insignificant little 
affair, only five miles in length, situated in 
the Straits of Bab-el- Mandel, off the Arabian 
coast, at the mouth of the Red Sea, complete- 
ly commanding the entrance to it, and there- 
fore commanding the Isthmus of Suez, It is 
a barren, bleak rock; but from its position 
becomes of immense importance. ‘The coasts 
of the Red Sea are uniformly mountainous 
and precipitous, from Mount Sinai to Bab-el- 
Mandel. The south-western corner of the 
peninsular Arabia and the promontories of 
Bygyptian Abyssinnia almost meet at the 
mouth of the Red Sea. The Island of Perim 
is the link that unites them, and whoever 
possesses that, remarks the N. Y. Post, § pos- 
sesses the key to the channel through which, 
in filty years, will flow the commerce of the 
old Last and the stalwart West.’ | 

England occupies this island, But it is 
confidently asserted, in the French papers, 
that France and Russia, by a joint note, have 
protested against this occupancy, And it is 
said that France would look upon England's 
continued possession as a cause of war. ‘The 
Debats regards the occupation of the island 
‘as a sure sign that Great Britain is convinced 
the opening of the Isthmus must take place,’ 
and the Padre asks whether ‘all Europe will 
look on and see a new Gibraltar arise with 
impunity in the Kast.’

| were th» contentions between Constantinople 
and Rome, for the supremacy, and the deter- 
mination of the Emperors to hold the secular 
rule of their respective kingdoms, that Rome 
was still crippled in her power, and could 
not yet obtain universal empire. Though the 

Pope claimed it, yet the Emperors called 
councils, and sanctioned whatever results 
they chose, without consulting the Pontiff of 
Rome. The constant and sanguinary con- 
tentions about crowns, rights, religion and 
government, retarded the progress of litera- 
ture and choked the good word of the Lord, 
and rendered the world a boisterous scene of 
iniquity and infelicity. 

In the former part of the ninth century the 
Romish religion was, in form, embraced, to 
some extent, by the Sweedes and Danes, and 
some others of the north. And the Gospel, 
in greater purity than in France and Rome, 
was preached to them, 

In this century the Saracens and Normans 
made the most dreadful havock of life and 
property, and kept in check the Roman pow- 
er. But still, by the ‘cunning craftiness’’ of 
the Roman Pontiffs, after the 
began to reign in France, who 
to their predecessors, the Pope 


first Lewises 
were inferior 
claimed, and 
came very near obtaining, the universal gov- 
ernment of the church throughout the world. 
As it has been, and is, a maxim with Roman- 
ists, that ** the end sanctifies the means,” 
they employed some of their most zealous 
partizans to forge conventions, acts of coun- 
cil, epistles, and such like records by which 
it might appenr, that in the first ages of the 
church, Pontiffs were clothed 
withthe same spiritual majesty and supreme 
authority which they now assumed. The 
tendency of this base forgery being published 
all abroad was to exalt the Roman Pontiffe 
above all human authority and jurisdiction. 
Although there were learned men who de- 
tected this gross fraud and proclaimed against 
it; yet, such was the act, vehemence and 
force of these Pontiffs and their supporters, that 
they succeeded in sustaining their supremity. 
And in this ninth century was established 
the first female convent ever known in the 
world. Although these might, at first, have 
been instituted for laudable purposes, yet, as 


the Roman 


|they multiplied and extended, degenerated 


down into mere brothels. It was now that 
the superstition prevailed of praying to saints ; 
and every one must have his tutelary saint, 
which became a matter of fraud and profit, 
as of the shrine-makers of Diana. Lying 
wonders were invented, and all the resources 
of fraud and fable were exhausted to cele- 
brate exploits which had never been perform. 
ed, and to perpetuate the memory of “holy” 
persons that had never existed. Such frauds 
as these are mis-called pious frauds! In 
this century, also, a fondness for relics of 
saints increased, which became a profitable 
trafic, besides other gross impositions, as pre- 
tended miracles, &c., and worship of images, 
and ‘‘Mary”’ the chief. Yet, in the Greek 
and Romish churches there were learned, 
pious and powerful men, who boldly wrote 
against those superstitions. But papal meas- 
ures were carried with fury, according to the 
power ecquired, by torture and death, if the 
people would not submit ! 

About a hundred thousand that would not 
submit to their absurd and corrupting dog- 
mas, were destroyed by exquisite tortures, 
and their property confiscated. Some, in- 
deed, were banished, and others, to escape 
their wrath, found refuge among the Sara- 
cens. Wealth and indolence induced profli- 
gacy from the lowest of the Priesthood up to 
Bishops, Cardinals and Popes. These things

Massachusetts State Prison. 

The dwelling of distress, the mansion 
house.of misery—the Prison,—a place where 
joy never yet,entered, where gloom and des- 
pair only reign, reveals man to. his fellow in 
alight so repulsive that it is impessible to 
repress an involuntary shudder at the pie- 
tures.of guilt which are presented. To look 
upon a squad of criminals in the prison-yard 
or work-shop, or view them separately 
through the gratings of their dismal cells, and 
hear recounted the crimes, for the commis- 
sion.of -whichthey are suffering the penalty, 
is sufficient to make ane believe that there is 
nothing so monstrous, but the mind of man, 
in some conditions, may be brought to ap- 
prove andcommitit. “This at least was one 
among the many thoughts forced upon our 
mind by a visit, in company with several 
gentlemen of the press from different parts of 
the State, to the Massachusetts State Prison, 
on Wednesday last. 

We attended at the invitation of the War- 
den, Hon, Gideon Haynes of Waltham, and 
were politely conducted throughout all por- 
tions of the prison. The prisoners,toiling on 
in silence under the strict surveillance of their 
keepers, or confined within the gloomy vaults 
of the prison ; their unsightly prison garb, 
their closely shaven’faccs and cropped hair, 
and, withal, the cursed villainy indellibly 
stamped upon the countenances of most of 
them, is a sight not pleasant to’ behold, how- 
ever instructive it may be to those who love 
to study humanity in its very worst forms. 
The thief, burglar, forger, ravisher, mur- 
derer, and parricide arehere all collectedfinto 
one mass of crime, to the number, on the day 
of our visit, of 480 criminals. This large 


number of men, with dispositions the most! 


stubborn, intractableand devilish; with hearts 
willing and hands ready for the commission 
ofany crime;appear to be kept in the most 
perfect order and subjection, under the pre- 
sent administration. Cleanliness and’ regu-

Mr. Haynes; who 
entered upon the duties of Warden in Apri! 
last, must have applied himself, during the 
short period he has been in office, very close- 
lynot only to the performance of its duties, 
but.to the study of the criminals under his 
charge, and the requirements aud improve- 
ments necessary to make it indeed a mudel 
prison. In going our rounds with the War- 
den we were struck. with bis intimiate know- 
ledge of the tase and particulars of almost 
every prisoner spoken of or alluded to by-his 
visitors—-a knowledge which must have been 
acquired only by close investigation of indi- 
vidual cases, 

We had net before visited the~ prison for 


twelve years, and its altered and much im- 


proved appearance struck us favorably. But

Epitaphs. 
e graveyard ought to bea place where 
none but sober and devout sentiments should 
find expression. The connecting link, as it 
were, with the world of spirit, human ca- 
price should be put aside, the purer and bet- 
ter part of human nature allowed to dictate, 
and everything be done ‘*decently and in or- 
der.” Yet how often the very reverse is the 
ease. There is hardly a graveyard in the 
world, probably, that docs not contain some 
whimsical eqitaph or memorial of the dead, 
which shows that the writer cared for mak- 
ing a pun, recording a sarcastic distich, or 
perpetrating a rhyme, than for expressing a 
sentiment appropriate to the place and the oc- 
easion. Some people must give utterance to 
a laughable or incongruous thought, even at 
the grave, while others make themselves 
ridiculous by attempting a literary task be- 
yond their power. We findin “Household 
Words” a curious collection of specimens of 
this sort of churchyard literature, picked up 
in various English cemeteries. The list is 
quite aptly commenced with the following 
cynical inscription written over a gentleman's 
grave in the churchyard of Bedlington : 
**Poems and epitaphs are but stuff, 
Here lies Robert Barras, and that is enough."’
